Bome are capuble of being superatl-
tlous and some are skeptics. They are diametrl-
eally distinet and conflicting. ©Oae belleves
evorvthing; one will Lelleve nothing, Bome
leap over the way from superstition to
lnfidelity, aud in doing so pass over the golden
mean of genuine Chrlstianity. During the
French rovolution the rolbers of public opinion
were at work, and reason, uoder it goise of
miserable character, rose to nssert lLier su-
premacy. In all countries of Continental Europe
it 1s true that public opinion oscillates between
the two extremes of superstition and skepticlsi.
Those wlo leave superstition go over to the other
extreme. Deism and Panthelsm are offshoots
from the trite position. Delsm halls Christ as
n great reformer, ralsed up at o good time to
dispel the gloom of the age, Tle morality of
the Bible I8 admitted, but the doctrines are con-
sldered too mueh of n superstition. It wdmires
the beauty of virtue and the characteristics of
genins,

Panthelsm advocates the theory of the unl-
versality of the presence of God. It finds God
nowhere, when it assumes that He is every-
where, It assumes o spiritual and a material
form. Man is God intoxicated: he Is Impreg-
nated with the Spirit of God. The Punthelst
marks not the hand that guldes the nunlverse,
and rules the laws of the nations of the spheres,

thelsm is bold and unblushing, but mild in

its purposes. To say that there Is no God s the

part of o fool, and not the result of true philoso-

phy. If we know all the ngents in the universe

excepl one. that may be God; If 4 man does not

know that all things have been done by some

. Known power, some one act may have boen done
by God,

It is not positively asserted that God does not
exist, but they say they are not satlsfied with
the evidences in existence. Thespecles ol Deism
| we most dread 1s that which weara the mask of
Christianity. SBometimes Christ {s held up as a
mode! of perfection.

His book has already gone through
geveral editions, and has many atiractions for
young men of the present duy. He says Christ
Crushed on death to save living to be proven an
Aimpostor. He accuses Hlim of being improperly
prepared to act the part he attempted.

—We have now four Baptlst mission chapels
in Philadelphla, viz., Angora, Fox Chase, Board-
man, and Rittenhousetown,

—The Baptist Church at Holmeshurg united
with the North Philadelphia Association nt its
lnst sesslon. It wae formerly connected with
the Central Union, N

—Of the 40 churches In this city, 81 are con-
nected with the Philndelphia Association, T with
the North Philadelphia, and 2 with the Central
Union.

—There are five Baptist ehurches in this city
without pastors at the present time—the Fourth,
Twelfth, Passyunk, 8hiloh, and S8econd Germon-
town.

—I'rom the minutes of the associations with
which the ehurches of this city are connected,
we have gathered the following statistics for the
yvear with regacd to them:—Baptlsms, 782
deaths, 165: present membership, 14,134,

—The sixty-seventh sesslon In Salem of the
Mazsachusetts Baptist Convention brought out
the fact that here was the first Baptist church
in America, whose bullding, 17 by 20, s still
standing. It was mentianed that the Baptists
wera contemptuously told, about the begin-
ning of this century, by the pastor of the Taber-
nacle Church of Balem, that they could not
exist were it not for the Congregationalists;
while now they equal the latter body in Salem
itself, and are three times as numerous in the

country, Baptists have 40,000 members n
Mussachuselts.

—The first annusl meeting of the Baptist Lay
Preachers’ Association took place last Sunday
evening, in the Madison Avenue Church, corner
of Twenty-fourth street, New York. The Secre-
tary read a paper giving the history of the
enterprise since the start on the 12th of August,
1868. On that day a few earnest men had
anssembled, formed the society, worked hard to
secure recruits, had been liberally assisted finan-
clally and otherwise by laymen, and now the
organlzation comprises a large body of our
buginess men, who have pledged themselves Lo
preach the Gospel to their fellows in the many
places to which the influence of the clergy could
not extend. A sermon was preached by the Rev.
Waylund Hoyt, from Matthew xxvil, 51.
